SOLDIER VOTING — 
HOW TO SECURE BALLOTS 


Under the new California law, any 
member of the United States Armed 
Forces or Merchant Marine, or any 
citizen serving in the American Red 
Cross, the Society of Friends, the 
Women's Auxiliary Service Pilots, or 
the United Service Organizations and 
attached to and serving with the Arm- 
ed Forces, or any civilian employed by 
the United States and serving ouiside 
the territorial limits of the United States, 
if of legal voting age, is classified as 
a ‘war voter’. 

To obtain an absentee ballot such 
person may secure a post-card form, 
from his Commanding Officer. If the 
voter is from Los Angeles County, the 
completed form must be forwarded +o 
M. J. Donoghue, Registrar of Voters, 
808 North Spring Street, Los Angeles, 
12, California. A signed request on 
letter or post-card from the applicant, 
giving present address and legal resi- 
dence in Los Angeles County, will also 
be honored. Voters from other coun- 
ties would, of course, communicate 
with their own County Clerk or 
Regisirar of Voters. 

The State Constitutional require- 
ments apply to war voters just as they 
do to civilitans. Every voter must be 
at least 21 years of age on the day of 
election, have lived in the State of Cali- 
fornia one year, his respective county 
90 days and the precinct 40 days before 
entering the military service. If the 
person is not a registered voter, he 
may become one by signing the 
affidavit of registration which will be 
mailed at the same time as the ab- 
sentee ballot, thus qualifying him to 
cast his vote. 

Any change of address which should 
occur after the application for an ab- 
sentee ballot has been forwarded to 
the Registrar's Office should be report- 
ed immediately. 

Absentee ballots will be mailed be- 
tween September 8 and November 2, 
1944 and must be voted on not later 
than the day of election (November 7, 
1944),

METALLURGICAL DEP’T. 

COURSE IN APPLIED METALLURGY 

This department has received numer- 
Ous inquiries as to whether the course 
in Applied Metallurgy, sponsored by 
the University of Califomia War Train- 
ing and conducted by Mr. F. J. Robbins, 
Metallurgical Engineer, Plomb Tool 
Company, would be on the fall cur- 
riculum which begins August 16, 1944. 

This course will consist of one 2- 
hour lecture each week for a period of 
16 weeks. These lectures will be in- 
formal discussions of the fundamental 
principles of metallurgy and heat treat- 
ment as applied to the engineering, de- 
signing, and manufacturing of tools. 

Although no university credit is given 
for the course, the University of Calli- 
fornia maintains complete records and 
notifies the employers of the names of 
the persons within their respective 
organizations who attend the lectures 
ond who complete the course. The 
University of California will accept this 
course, however, as a prerequisite to 
university courses in metallurgy, metal- 
lography, and other allied subiects. 

In order to determine whether the 
attendance will be sufficient to war- 
rant a repetition of the course, it is re- 
quested that all persons interested 
contact either Mr. H. L. Millar or Mr.
